§  1474.760  Gmeral  statement. 

The  regulations  in  this  subpart  ,  and 
any  amendments  thereto,  set  forth  the 
requirements  .with  respect  to  loans  un¬ 
der  the  Dryer  Loan  Program  (formerly 
Mobile  Dryer  Loan  Program  25  F.R.  9806, 
26  FJR.  2686).  These  regulations  au¬ 
thorize  loans  by  Commodity  Credit  Cor¬ 
poration  (herein  referred  to  as  “CCC”) 
to  eligible  borrowers  as  defined  in  §  1474.- 
764  in  all  of  the  United  States  for  the 
purchase  of  mobile  and  stationary  drying 
equipment. 

§  1474.761  Administration. 

(a)  The  Farmer  Programs  Division 
will  administer  the  provisions  of  this  sub¬ 
part  under  the  general  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  Deputy  Administrator, 
State  and  Coimty  Operations,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  program  provisions  and  policy 
determined  by..the  CCC  Board  and  the 
Executive  Vice  President,  CCC.  In  the 
field,  the  program  will  be  administered 
through  Agricultural  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  State  and  county  cmnmit- 
tees  (herein  referred  to  as  “State  com¬ 
mittee”  and  “county  committee,”  re¬ 
spectively)  . 

(b)  Forms  will  be  available  in  Agri¬ 
cultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Service  (herein  referred  to  as  “ASCS”) 
county  offices. 

(c)  State  and  county  committees  and 
employees  thereof  do  not  have  auUiority 
to  modl^  or  waive  any  of  the  provisions 
oH  this  subpart  or  any  amendment 
thereto, 

(d)  No  delegation  herein  to  a  State  or 
county  committee  shall  preclude  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Vice  President,  CCC,  or  his  desig¬ 
nee,  frcxn  determining  any  question  aris¬ 


ing  under  the  program  or  from  reversing 
or  modifying  any  determinati(m  made  by  * 
a  State  or  coimty  committee. 

(e)  Employees  of  the  county  commit¬ 
tees  shall  execute  instruments  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  delegations  of  authority  pub¬ 
lished  in  21  FJL  2957. 

§  1474.762  Availability  of  loans. 

(a)  Time.  Loan  applications  may  be 
submitted  beginning  with  the  date  of 
publication  of  these  regulations  in  the 
Federal  Register  and  continuing  until 
termination  of  the  program. 

(b)  Applications  for  loans.  Applica¬ 
tions  for  loams  shall  be  sulxnitted  to  the 
county  office  of  the  county  in  which  the 
farm  records  are  maintained  which  will 
be  responsible  for  appropriate  review. 
Disbursements  of  loans  will  be  made  by 
sight  dradts  drawn  on  CCC  by  file  county 
office.

§  1474.764  Eligible  borrowers. 

(a)  Definition.  An  eligible  borrower 
shall  be  a  person,  who  as  tenant,  Share- 
lamdlord,  or  landowner-operator,  (11 
produces  one  or  more  of  the  price  sup¬ 
port  commodities,  com,  oats,  barley, 
grain  sorghums,  wheat,  rye,  soybeans, 
flaucseed,  rice,  dry  edible  beans,  amd  pea¬ 
nuts  (herein  referred  to  BJt  ‘*prlce  sup¬ 
port  commodities”),  (2)  desires  to  pur- 
chause  new  drsring  equipment  needed  for 
the  conditioning  of  such  price  support 
commodities,  amd  (3)  hais  aidequate  stor¬ 
age  fatcilities,  or  will  obtain  adequate 
storaige  facilities  at  the  time  the  d^ng 
equipment  is  purchaused.  The  term  “per¬ 
son”  shadl  meam  am  individual  or  indi¬ 
viduals,  a  partnership,  firm,  joint-stock 
compamy,  corporation,  aussociation,  trust, 
estate,  or  other  legad  entity,  or  a  State, 
politicatl  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  amy 
agency  thereof.  If  two  or  more  eligible 
borrowers  jointly  obtain  a  loam  for  the 
joint  purchaise  of  eligible  equipment, 
each  such  borrower  shall  sign  adl  docu¬ 
ments  amd  shall  be  liable  jointly  and 
severally  for  the  repasunent  of  the  loam. 

(b)  Participation.  Loans  will  be  matde 
only  to  eligible  borrowers.  An  applicant 
will  be  eligible  for  a  loam  only  if,  at  the 
time  his  application  is  being  considered, 
it  appeaurs  to  the  county  committee,  from 
county  office  records  and  other  pertinent 
information,  that  the  ampUcamt  is  or  will 
be  eligible  for  price  siQiport  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  on  adl  price  support  commodi¬ 
ties  produced  by  him  on  the  farmts)  to 
to  which  the  amplication  relates;  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  Thait  eligibility  for  price 
suimort  shall  not  be  a  condition  of  eligi¬ 
bility  for  a  drying  equipment  loan  when 
the  proposed  diying  equismient  is  to  be 
located  In  a  county  determined  by  the 
State  committee,  with  the  approvatl  of  the 
Deputy  Administrator,  State  amd  County 
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Operations,  to  be  a  feed  grain  deficit 
county  and  a  county  in  which  existing 
storage  space  is  not  adequate.  Loans 
other  than  those  covered  by  title  fore¬ 
going  proviso  may  be  called  at  any  time 
<f  it  is  determined  that  the  borrower  is 
not  eligible  for  price  support  on  such 
commodities. 

§  1474.765  Loans  to  purchase  eligible 
equipment. 

(a)  General.  Loans  will  be  made  only 
for  the  purchase  by  the  i^plicant  of 
eligible  equipment.  Eligible  equipment 
shall  be  new  drsdng  equipment  of  one 
of  the  types  listed  below  which  will  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  conditioning 
of  price  support  ccmimoditlbs  produced 
by  the  applicant. 

(1)  Mobile  drying  equiixnent. 

(2)  Stationary  drying  equipment 
which  may  be  of  either  movable  or  im¬ 
movable  ts^pes. 

The  term  ‘‘mobile  drying  equipment”  as 
used  herein  means  drying  equiixnent 
which  is  designed  to  be  moved  readily 
from  site  to  site  and  is  not  attached  so 
as  to  become  a  fixture  or  part  of  any 
other  facility  or  real  pnH>erty.  Mobile 
drying  equipment  as  herein  defined  may 
include  dryers  with  wagons  or  trailers 
as  integral  parts  of  such  equipment,  but 
shall  not  include  augd^s  or  other  tjrpes 
of  commodity  handling  equipment,  and 
'  shall  not  include  meters  or  other  types 
of  commodity  testing  equipment.  The 
term  ‘‘stationary  dnring  equipment”  may 
include  permanently  aflOxed  equipment 
such  as  augers  or  other  tsrpes  oi  com¬ 
modity  handling  equipment  or  meters  or 
other  types  of  commodity  testing  equip¬ 
ment.  The  term  ‘‘movable  drying  equip¬ 
ment”  as  used  herein  means  stationary 
(hying  equU>ment  vdiich  (san  be  dis¬ 
mantled,  moved,  and  re(x>nstructed  on 
another  site  without  demolishing  it.  All 
other  ^tionary  drying  equipment  shall 
be  deemed  ‘‘immovable”. 

(b>  Approved  vendors.  Before  the 
county  committee  executes  a  loan  com¬ 
mitment  the  vendor  named  in  the  appli¬ 
cation  miist  have  been  approved  under 
a  Supplier’s  Agreement  made  on  Form 
CCC-308. 

(c)  Unauthorized  loans.  A  loan  shall 
not  be  approved  or  disbursed  (1)  to  re¬ 
pair.  maintain,  or  recondition  existing 
equlixnent,  or  (2)  for  the  purchase  of 
secondhand  equipment,  or  (3)  for  the 
puichase  of  equipment  for  use  in  con- 
nection  with  the  <x)ndltionlng  of  price 
support  commodities  which  the  loan  cft- 
plicant  intends  to  purchase  or  to  condi¬ 
tion  or  store  for  others,  except  that  an 
am>licant  who  qualifies  for  a  loan  to  pur¬ 
chase  drying  equipment  to  dry  his  own 
commodities  may  use  such  equipment  to 
dry  commodities  for  his  neighboring  pro¬ 
ducers.  or  (4)  where  it  appears  that  the 
dnring  equipment  may  be  attached  to,  or 
be<K>me  a  part  of,  or  be  made  use  of  in 
any  commercial  operation,  including  but 
not  linfited  to,  elevators,  warehouses, 
drying  or  proceiKdng  plants. 

§  1474.766  Terms  and  conditions  of 
loan. 

(a)  Term  of  loan.  The  maximum 
term  of  the  loan  will  be  three  years  from 
the  date  of  the  disbursement  of  the  loan. 


exc^t  that  the  term  of  an  individual 
loan  may  be  extended  and  reextended  for 
terms  of  not  to  exceed  one  year  ecteh  if 
the  (xmnty  (committee  makes  a  written 
determinatiem  that  the  borrower  is  un-  ‘ 
able  to  meet  the  current  paymoit  when 
due  because  of  catastrophic  loss  of  crops 
or  other  comparable  conditi(m  beyond  the 
control  of  the  borrower.  The  principal 
amount  of  a  loan  will  be  payable  in  equal 
annual  installments  with  interest  li¬ 
able  annually  at  the  rate  of  four  percent 
per  annum  on  the  unpaid  balance. 

(b)  Security  for  loan.  (1)  The  loan 
well  be  se<nired  ^  a  chattel  mortgage  on 
the  drying  equipment,  a  real  estate  mort¬ 
gage,  deed  of  trust,  or  other  security  in- 
stnunent,  depending  upon  the  ty^  of 
drying  equipment  and  the  amount  of  the 
loan.  A  chattel  mortgage  may  be  accept¬ 
ed  as  security  for  loans  on  ‘‘mobile”  dry¬ 
ing  equipment  or  on  ‘‘movable”  station¬ 
ary  d^lng  equipment.  A  first  lien  on  the 
real  estate  will  be  required  in  (M)nnectiQn 
with  all  loans  on  ‘‘immovable”  stationary 
drying  equipment.  A  first  lien  on  real 
estate  may  also  be  required  in  (»}nnection 
with  any  other  loan  at  the  discretion  of 
the  person  authorized  to  approve  the 
loan:  Provided,  however.  That  such  first 
lien  may  be  obtained  through  a  subordi¬ 
nation  agreonent  where  the  real  estate 
is  subject  to  any  other  lien.  In  case  of 
chattel  mortgage  loans  on  ‘‘movable” 
stationary  (hying  equipment,  a  severan(;e 
agreement  must  be  executed  and  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  all  persons  having  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  land  on  which  such  drying 
equipment  is  to  be  placed. 

(2)  The  el^ble  equipment  shall  be 
free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and  encum¬ 
brances.  The  cost  of  recording  or  filing 
doexunents  required  in  conne(;tion  with 
a  loan  shall  be  paid  by  the  borrower. 
Upon  approval  of  an  application  for  loan, 
the  county  C(Hnmittee  shall  execute  a 
commitment  for  the  loan.  A  loan  com¬ 
mitment  shall  become  null  and  void  four 
months  after  the  date  the  commitment  is 
exe(nited  unless,  (i)  the  loan  has  been 
disbursed,  or  (ii)  on  or  before  that  date 
the  action  has  been  extended  in  writing 
by  ^e  (^unty  (committee. 

(c)  Amount  of  loan.  (1)  The  amount 
of  any  loan  shall  not  exceed  eighty-five 
percent  of  the  out-of-pocket  cost  to  the 
applicant  of  the  delivered  and  assembled 
equipment.  An  individual  loan  shall  be 
approved  for  less  than  the  maximum 
amount  when  such  action  is  necessary  to 
protect  the  security  interests  of  CXX!. 

(2)  Ex(^t  as  otherwise  provided 
herein,  county  (x>mmittees  may  approve 
loan  applications,  issue  loan  commit¬ 
ments  and  disburse  loans  without  prior 
approval  of  higher  author!^  if  the  loan 
is  in  an  amount  less  than  $5,000.  Any 
application  for  a  loan  in  an  amount  of 
$5,000  or  over  shall  be  submitted  through 
the  State  committee  to  the  Deputy  Ad¬ 
ministrator,  Management,  ASCS,  for  re¬ 
view  and  approval  priof  to  the  issuance 
of  a  loan  (X)mmitment. 

(d)  Downpayment.  A  minimum 
downpasrment  of  not  less  than  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  amount  of  the  loan 
determined  pursuant  to  paragraph  (c) 
of  this  section  and  the  actual  out-of- 
do(dcet  (x>st  of  the  drying  equipment 
shall  be  made  by  the  loan  applicant  to  the 
vmdor  before  the  loan  is  disbursed.  The 


downpasrment  shall  be  in  cash  except 
that  a  reasonable  trade-in  allowance  for 
farm  equipment  or  other  tangible  prop¬ 
erty  may  be  considered  as  cash.  If  the 
trade-in  allowance  of  such  equipment 
or  property  is  in  excess  of  the  minimum 
downpasrmefit,  the  amount  of  the  loan 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such 
excess.  If  the  trade-in  allowance  is  in 
excess  of  a  reasonable  market  va\ue,  only 
the  reasonable  market  value  may  be 
(X)unted  toward  the  downpayment.  Any 
additional  amount  required  to  equal  the 
minimum  downpayment  shall  be  paid  in 
cash  by  the  applicant  to  the  vendor  be¬ 
fore  the  loan- is  disbursed.  A  downpay¬ 
ment  shall  not  include  any  discount, 
rebate,  credit,  deferred  payment,  post¬ 
dated  (dieck,  or  promissory  note  to  the 
vendor. 

(e)  Repayment  of  loan.  The  first  in¬ 
stallment.  including  interest,  shall  be 
payable  on  the  first  anniversary  date  of 
disbursement  of  the  loan  in  cash  or  out 
of  amounts  due  the  borrower  imder  any 
price  support  loan  or  purchase  agree¬ 
ment  operation  carried  out  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture.  A  like  install¬ 
ment  shall  be  similarly  payable  on  each 
anniversary  datfs  thereafter  until  the 
prin(dpal,  together  with  interest  thereon, 
has  J>een  paid  in  full.  Payment  out  of 
such  amounts  shall  be  obtained  by  de-^ 
duction  therefrom,  except  that  such 
deduction  shall  not  exceed  that  portion 
of  the  proceeds  remaining  after  deduc¬ 
tion  of  servi(;e  charges  and  amounts  due 
prior  lienholdm’s.  If  any  installment  is 
not  paid  by  such  anniversary  date,  the 
lotm  may  be  declared  delinquent  and.  at 
the  option  of  CCC,  the  loan  may  be 
called.  'Any  delinqu^  amount  may  be 
paid  out  of  any  amounts  due  the  bor¬ 
rower  under  any  program  (tarried  out  by 
the  Department  of  Agri(nilture.  The 
loan  may  be  paid  in  full  or  in  part  by 
the  borrower  at  any  time  before  ma¬ 
turity.  The  borrower  is  required  to 
maintain  the  dnring  equipment  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

(f )  Insurance.  For  any  loan  of  $1,000 
or  more,  the  borrower  is  required  to 
carry  insurance  on  the  equipment  during 
the  life  of  the  loan,  at  his  own  expense. 

§  1474.767  Disbursement  of  loans. 

Disbursement  of  loan  pnxseeds  will  be 
made  when  purchase  of  the  eligible 
equipment  has  been  completed,  except 
that  disbursement  of  the  loan  proceeds 
shall  not  be  made  in  any  case  until  the 
borrower  furnishes  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  pajrment  of  all  debts  on  the  equip¬ 
ment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the 
loan.  Disbursement  of  the  loan  proceeds 
shall  be  made  Jointly  to  the  borrower  and 
the  vendor  except  that  disbursement  may 
be  made  to  the  borrower  alone  upon  evi¬ 
dence  satisfactory  to  the  county  commit¬ 
tee  that  the  enUre  amoimt  due  the  ven¬ 
dor  has  been  paid  by  the  borrower. 
Except  for  the  downpasrment,  such  pay¬ 
ments  must  have  been  made  after  the 
date  of  the  application  unless  expressly 
approved  by  the  Deputy  A(iministrator, 
State  and  County  Operations.  Unless 
approved  by  the  Deputy  Administrator, 
State  and'Coxmty  Operations,  a  loan 
shall  not  be  approved  or  disbursed  (a) 
subsequent  to  the  expiration  date  of  the 
loan  (commitment,  or  (b)  if  the  drying 
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equipmepit  has  be^  purcha^  <»: 
livered  prior  to  the  date  of  api^caUon 
for  loan.  A  downpaym^  will  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a  pizrehase. 

§  1474.768  Service  charges. 

A  service  charge  of  $5.00  or  one  percent 
of  the  amount  of  the  loan,  whichever  Is 
greater,  shall  be  paid  the  loan  ap> 
plicant  at  the  time  the  application  is 
made.  If  the  appUcation  for  the  loan 
is  disapproved  or  is  not  completed.  $5.00 
shall  be  retained  by  the  coimtv  commit¬ 
tee  and  the  balance  of  the  service  charge, 
if  any,  shall  be  refunded  to  the  applicant. 

§  1474.769  Sale  or  (conveyance  of  secu¬ 
rity. 

When  a  borrower  desires  to  sen  or  con¬ 
vey  the  equipment  for  which  the  loan  is 
made  without  repayhig  the  loan  in  full, 
he  shall  apply  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
county  cmnmittee  for  approval  of  the 
sale  or  conveyance  on  behalf  of  CCC.  If 
such  approval  is  granted,  the  borrower 
and  the  purchaser  shall  execute  an 
assumption  agreement  in  form  prescribed 
by  CCC  under  which  the  borrower  re¬ 
mains  liable  for  the  balmice  of  ^e  in¬ 
debtedness  and  the  purchaser  assumes 
the  balance  of  the  indebtedness  and 
agrees  to  comply  with  all  the  terms,  con¬ 
ditions,  covensuits,  and  agreements  set 
out  in  the  security  instruments.  Ap- 
IHOval  of  the  transaction  on  behalf  of 
CCC  shall  be  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
county  committee  in  the  space  provided 
in  the  assumption  agreement  for  his 
signature.  The  Chairman  of  estch  coun¬ 
ty  cmnmittee  is  authorized  to  approve 
such  transactions  on  behalf  of  CCC  with 
respect  to  drying  equijnnent  located 
within  the  coimty.  The  assumption 
agre^xient  form  may  be  (detained  from 
the  county  committee  office.

PART  561 --DEFINITIONS 
Miscellaneous  Amendments 

December  27, 1963. 

Resolved  that,  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  Board  upon  the  basis  of  considera¬ 
tion  by  it  of  the  advisability  of  amend¬ 
ing  Part  561  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
fbr  Insurance  of  Accounts  (12  CTR  561) 
by  the  addition  of  definitions,  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  which  is  hereinafter  set  forth, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  such 
amendment  hereby  amends  said  Part  561 
by  flulding  thereto,  immediately  after 
S  561.10,  the  following  new  sections, 
effective  February  3,  1964: 

§  561.11  Savings  accounts. 

The  term  “savings  accounts”  means 
withdrawable  or  repurchasable  shares, 
investment  certificates,  deposits,  or  sav¬ 
ings  accounts  held  by  insured  members 
in  an  institution  insured  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion. 

§  561.12  dosing  date.  * 

The  term  “closing  date”  means  any 
annual  or  semiannual  closing  date. 

§  561.13  Net  worth. 

The  term  “net  worth”  means  the  sum 
of  all  reserve  accounts  (except  specific  or 
valuation  reserves),  undivided  profits, 
surplus,  ciMPital  stock  and  any  other  non- 
withdrawable  accounts. 

§  561.14  Adjusted  net  worth. 

The  term  “adjusted  net  worth”  means 
net  worth  less  15  percent  of  scheduled 
items  in  1964  and  less  20  percent  of 
scheduled  items  thereafter. 

§561.15  Scheduled  items. 

The  term  “scheduled  items”  means 
slow  loans,  real  estate  owned  as  a  result 
of  foreclosure,  or  acquired  by  deed  in 
lieu  of  foreclosure,  and  such  real  estate 
sold  on  contract,  or  by  a  loan,  where 
the  unpaid  principal  balance  exceeds 
that  permitted  tmder  otherwise  appli¬ 
cable  lending  limitations  or  exceeds  90 
percent  of  the  value  of  the  security,,  and 
any  investment  securities  upon  which 
one  or  more  interest  pasrments  due  has 
not  been  paid. 

§  56<1.16  Slow  loans. 

The  term  “slow  loans”  means; 

(a)  Any  loan  or  land  contract  one  year 
or  more  old  which  is  the  equivalent  of  90 


days  (three  numths)  or  more  coi^tractu- 
ally  delinquent; 

(b)  Any  loan  less  than  one  year  old 
which  is  the  equivalent  of  60  days  (two 
months)  or  more  contractually  delin¬ 
quent;  or 

(c)  Any  mortgage  losm.  deed  of  trust 
or  land  contract  cxi  which  taxes  on  the 
security  are  due  and  unpaid  for  the 
equivalent  of  two  or  more  years. 

Provided,  That  any  mortgage  loan,  deed 
of  trust  or  land  contract  on  which  the 
total  indebtedness  is  less  than  50  percent 
of  the  original  amoimt,  any  loan  on

Miscellaneous  Amendments 

.  On  November  1, 1962,  notice  was  given 
in  Drtfft  Release  82-45  (27  FJL  10856) 
that  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  had 
under  consideration  a  proposal  to  tunend 
Part  48  of  the  Civil  Ah:  Regulations  to 
include  regulations  governing  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  unmanned  free  balloons.  The 
notice  also  proposed  to  amend  the  scope 
Qf  Part  60  to  exclude  unmanned  free 
balloons  from  the  air  traffic  rules  con¬ 
tained  therein. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


Regiilatory  action,  as  proposed,  is  re¬ 
quired  to  provide  tibe  necessary  com¬ 
patibility  between  unmanned  free  bal¬ 
loon  operations  and  other  airtpaoe  ac¬ 
tivities.  It  U  also  necessary  to  provide 
for  the  protection  of  persons  and  prop¬ 
erty  on  the  ground  that  are  not  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  operation  of  unmanned 
free  balloons. 

Eleven  comments  were  received  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  draft  release.  Hie  Na¬ 
tional  Aercmautics  and  Space  Adminis¬ 
tration,  the  Air  Line  Pilots  Association, 
the  National  Aviation  Trades  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  University  of  BCinneeota,  the 
Aircraft  Owners  and  Pilots  Association, 
and  the  National  Center  for  Atmospheric 
Research  endorsed  the  proposal  as  pre¬ 
sented.  The  remainder  of  ^e  comments 
generally  supported  the  proposal  but  rec- 
ommended  certain  etudes.  For  con¬ 
tinuity  these  recommendations  will  be 
considered  in  the  sequence  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  rule. 

The  Department  of  the  Army  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  term  **8ize/welght  ratio" 
be  amplified  to  state  more  clearly  how 
this  ratio  is  computed.  Hierefore,  that 
portiem  of  the  rule  is  modified;  first,  by 
reversing  the  term  to  read  "weight/size" 
to  more  clearly  show  that  it  is  the  total 
weight  of  the  payload  package  applied 
to  the  area  of  the  smallest  surface  of 
such  package;  second,  by  adding  a  state¬ 
ment  as  to  how  the  exact  weight/size 
ratio  can  be  determined. 

One  comment  stated  that  the  proposed 
regulation  did  not  allow  an  operation  to 
be  conducted  through  a  thin  transparent 
cirrus  doud  condition  even  though  all 
other  operating  limitations  were  satis¬ 
fied.  Accordingbr,  it  was  recommended 
that  there  be  provision  for  operations 
when  such  a  cloud  condition  exists.  The 
weather  requirements  adopted  herein  are 
necessary  precautions  to  ensure  that  the 
balloon  is  operated  in  a  manner  that 
makes  it  easily  seen  and  avoided  by  air¬ 
planes.  Furthermore,  since  it  is  incum¬ 
bent  on  the  pilot  of  an  airplane  to  see 
and  avoid  an  unmanned  free  balloon  by 
giving  it  right-of-way,  a  modification  in 
the  manner  suggested  would  nullify  a 
major  safety  objective  to  make  balloon 
operations  compatible  with  those  of  other 
airspace  users.  Therefore,  no  change  is 
made  in  the  operating  limitations  regard¬ 
ing  cloud  coverage  and  horizontal 
visibility. 

One  comment  indicated  a  possible 
misconception  regarding  the  lighting  re¬ 
quirement  during  night  operations. 
This  requirement  for  lighting  applies  to 
the  entire  balloon  assembly  and  not  just 
to  the  balloon  envel(H>e.  To  eliminate 
any  doubt,  that  portion  of  the  rule  is 
modified  to  clearly  state  that  the  require¬ 
ment  to  light  the  balloon  also  applies  to 
the  entire  balloon  assembly,  whether  (h>- 
erated  as  one  unit  or  separated  during 
the  operation. 

The  National  Pilots  Association  rec¬ 
ommended  that  all  trailing  antennas  be 
marked  with  coined  pennants  or  stream¬ 
ers  since -contact  with  the  antenna  by  a 
small  aircraft  could  produce  an  adverse 
effect  if  the  antenna  became  entangled 
in  the  propeller.  A  light  weight  antenna 
that  would  be  broken  by  a  force  of  less 
than  50  pounds,  which  the  pr(^x>sal  had 


exonpted  from  such  marking,  is  not 
suited  for  such  attachments.  A  pennant 
or  streamer  attached  to  a  light  w^ht 
antenna  has  the  tendency  to  float  bade 
up  into  the  antenna  and  become  en¬ 
tangled  with  it.  This  condition  could 
miUify  th'*  purpose  of  the  antenna, 
whidi  is  to  supply  altitude  and  D/F  in¬ 
formation  to  the  balloon  (H>erator  who, 
in  turn,  forwards  the  position  and  alti¬ 
tude  to  air  traffic  control.  On  this  basis, 
no  change  is  being  made4o  that  section 
of  the  rule.  « 

Two  other  ccmiments  contended  that 
marking  an  antenna  so  as  to  be  visible 
for  a  minimum  of  one  mile  was  inade¬ 
quate.  To  increase  this  minimum,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  require  the  use  of 
a  larger  pennant  or  streamer.  This 
could  be  a  most  diCBcult  requirement  for 
the  balloon  operator  to  meet  and  would 
generate  the  same  previously  mentioned 
nullifying  effect  on  the  use  of  the  an¬ 
tenna.^  Therefore,  no  change  is  made  to 
that  section  of  the  rule. 

The  Department  of  the  Air  Force  and 
the  Ail*  Transport  Association  pointed 
out  that  the  pn^iosal  did  not  require 
the  suspension  system  to  be  marked  in 
any  way.  In  many  cases  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  require  by  rule  that  the  suspen¬ 
sion  system  be  marked  because  the 
plastic  balloon  bubble  with  its  reflective 
surface  is  recognizable  long  before  the 
suspension  system  would  be  seen.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  a  balloon  suspension  system  of 
one  or  more  open  parachutes  is  already 
well  marked  and  may  be  easily  recog¬ 
nized  since  they  normally  employ  high 
conspicuity  colors  such  as  aviation  sur¬ 
face  orange  and  white.  We  have,  how¬ 
ever,  modified  the  rule  to  require  that 
suspension  systems,  other  than  highly 
conspicuously  colored  open  parachutes, 
exceeding  50  feet  in  length  must  be 
marked  with  oedored  pennants  or  stream¬ 
ers  or  alternate  bands  of  high  conspicuity 
colors.  As  discussed  previously,  in  many 
cases  it  would  be  technically  difficult  to 
incorporate  markings  that  would  make 
a  balloon  subsystem  easily  recognizable 
much  beyond  one  mile.  Therefore,  in 
addition  to  providing  notice  to  airmen 
information  about  programmed  balloon 
flights,  the  Agency  will  pursue  an  educa-^ 
tionid  program  by  a  continual  reminder 
in  the  Airman’s  Guide  and  other  aero¬ 
nautical  publications  that  flight  below 
stn  unmanned  free  balloon  should  be 
avoided.  In  this  reminder,  all  pilots  will 
be  advised  that  these  balloons  may-have 
suspension  devices  and  trailing  antennas 
suspended  beneath  them  that  might  be 
invisible  until  the  aircraft  is  close  to  the 
balloon.  This  aame  tsrpe  of  notice  has 
proven  successful  in  the  past  by  remind¬ 
ing  all  pilots  operating  in  coastal  waters 
about  airships  that  might  have  invisible 
cables  suspended  beneath  them. 

.  The  UJ3.  Air  Force  and  the  Air  Trans¬ 
port  Association  recommended  that  un¬ 
manned  free  balloons,  while  within  posi¬ 
tive  (Mmtrol  areas,  be  equipped  with  a 
functioning  radar  beacon  transponder 
that  would  permit  radar  observation  of 
the  balloon  by  air  traffic  control.  When 
Draft  Release  62-45  was  published,  air¬ 
borne  radar  beacon  equipment  was  not 
considered  readily  adaptable  to  un¬ 
manned  free  balloons  due  to  its  weight 
and  cost.  In  the  meantime,  a  number 


of  unmanned  free  balloons  have  been  I 
openied  successfully  utilizing  beacon 
tianqxmder  equipment.  These  opera¬ 
tions  indicate  that  radar  beacon  equip- 
•ment  is  adaptable  for  use  <m  many 
uhmanned  free  balloons.  This  equip¬ 
ment  will  xmdoubtedly  be  even  more  suit, 
able  when  it  is  deiigned  primarily  for 
balloons  with  the  view  towards  reduced  -  < 
weight,  lower  costs,  and  increased  avail¬ 
ability.  In  recognition  of  these  matters, 
the  Agency  will  issue  a  notice  of  proposed 
rule  making  to  require  a  functioning 
radar  beacon  transponder  on  certain 
unmanned  free  balloons.  Additionally, 
the  use  of  such  equipment  may  lend  cre¬ 
dence  to  a  modification  of  certain  of 
the  weather  requirements  discussed 
earlier.  During  the  development  stages 
of  the  new  notice,  following  the  adoption 
of  the  rule  contained  herein,  coordina¬ 
tion  with  manufacturers  of  radar  beacon 
equipment,  balloon  operators  and  other 
segments  of  the  public  will  be  conducted 
to  obtain  sdl  possible  opinions,  recom¬ 
mendations,  and  reactions. 

In  .view  of  the  upward  expansion  of 
the  positive  control  areas,  all  reference 
in  the  balloon  position  and  notice  re¬ 
quirements  has  been  changed,  from 
44,000  feet  to  60,000  feet.

958  regulating  shipments  of  Idaho-E. 
Oregon  onions.  Grade,  size,  and  quality 
regulations  have  also  been  proposed  to 
become  effective  February  3,  1964, 

through  June  30,  1964,  under  Marketing 
Order  No.  959,  as  amended,,  regulating 
shipments  of  South  Texas  onions.

On  November  21.  1963,  the  Estate  of 
Herman  Brown,  Deceased  (Brown)  filed 
a  similar  motion  and  settlement  offer  in 
Docket  No.  CT61-769.

November  30,  1963.  GOA’s  proposal,  as 
amended,  does  not  provide  for  Interest. 
We  shall  require  that  OOA  pay  interest 
on  the  amounts  to  be  refunded  at  a  rate 
of  7  percent  per  annum,  such  interest  to 
accrue  through  the  last  day  of  the 
month  in  which  QOA  filed  the  amend* 
ment  to  its  offer,  November  30,  1963.
